through a server via the base station; 

a second communication means for communicating directly ov e r a radio channel 
interface configured to communicate with a communication apparatus machine using radio 
wav e s of low e r radio transmission; power than said first communication m e ans; and 

e l e ctronic mon e y paym e nt a storage unit configured to store electronic money; and 

means for transmitting information on the electronic money to the communication 
apparatus, and machine for making payments in electronic mon e y, said e l e ctronic mon e y 
paym e nt m e ans communicating with the communication apparatus capabl e of conducting 
e l e ctronic commerce by said second communication moans payment . 

Claim 2 (Currently Amended): The mobile radio apparatus according to claim 1, 
wh e r e in said first communication means acquires information on e l e ctronic mon e y from th e 
communication apparatus further comprising means for acquiring the electronic money, to be 
used for making payment, from the server via the first communication interface and the base 
station .

apparatus capable of conducting el e ctronic comm e rc e through said s e cond communication 
means from the communication machine via the second interface and storing the menu 
information in the storage unit .

further comprising: 

numb e r of transaction s storag e means for counting a number of transactions 
conducted with the communication machine; 

means for storing , for e ach of th e communication apparatus, the number of 
transactions conduct e d with th e communication apparatus capabl e of conducting e l e ctronic 
comm e rc e through said s e cond communication m e ans; counted by the means for counting; 
and 

m e nu information storage means for storing the menu information for the 
communication apparatus with corresponding to the number of the transactions stor e d in said 
numb e r of transactions storag e m e an s if the number of transactions is equal to or larger than 
a pr e s e t predetermined value. 
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Claim 9 (Currently Amended): The mobile radio apparatus according to claim 8, 

further comprising: 

numb e r of transactions d e ciding m e ans for d e ciding wh e ther th e number of 
transactions with the communication apparatus communicat e d by m e ans of radio is e qual to 
or larg e r than a pr e s e t valu e , owing to r e f e r e nc e to information stor e d in said numb e r of 
transactions storag e m e ans, wh e n said s e cond communication m e ans communicat e s by 
m e ans of radio with said communication apparatus capabl e of conducting e l e ctronic 
comm e rce; and a display unit configured to display information; and 

display control means for displaying the menu information for the communication 
apparatus stored in said menu information the storage m e ans, wh e n said numb e r of 
transactions d e ciding means d e cides that unit, corresponding to the number of transactions is 
e qual to or larg e r than th e pr e set valu e.

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Claim 13 (Currently Amended): The mobile radio apparatus according to claim 4-0 2, 
wherein , in a cas e wh e re the means for transmitting transmits the electronic money , stored in 
the storage unit, is paid to the communication apparatus, machine 

wh e n an amount of th e e l e ctronic mon e y is e qual to or larg e r than a pr e s e t amount of 
e lectronic mon e y and larg e r than a r e maining amount of electronic mon e y, a corresponding 
amount of th e e l e ctronic mon e y is withdrawn from a bank account by us e of said fir s t 
communication m e ans, and 

when an amount of the electronic mon e y is l e ss than th e pr e set amount of el e ctronic 
mon e y and e qual to or l e ss than a r e maining amount of e l e ctronic mon e y, a corr e sponding 
amount of th e e l e ctronic mon e y is withdrawn from said electronic mon e y information storage 
means if a price of a commodity is less than an amount of remaining electronic money stored 
in the storage unit, and 

the means for acquiring acquires the electronic money from the server and the means 
for transmitting transmits the electronic money, acquired by the means for acquiring, to the 
communication machine if the price of the commodity is greater than the amount of 
remaining electronic money stored in the storage unit . 

Claim 14 (Currently Amended): A mobile radio apparatus for communicating over a 
radio chann e l with a base station conn e ctabl e to a n e twork for communication, comprising: 

a first communication m e ans for communicating indir e ctly ov e r a radio chann e l 
interface configured to communicate with a communication apparatus to b e communicat e d 
through a bas e station, said first communication m e ans communicating with server via the 
base station; 
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a second communication m e ans for communicating diroctly ov e r a radio chann e l 
interface configured to communicate with a communication machine apparatus using low e r 
radio transmission; pow e r than said first communication m e ans; 

a first e l e ctronic money storage m o ans for storing information on unit configured to 
store first electronic money[[,]] and for storing to store subscriber's information with which 
communication by said first communication m e ans can b e e stablish e d corresponding to the 
first electronic money ; 

a second e l e ctronic money storage m e ans for storing information on unit configured 
to store second electronic money[[,]] said s e cond electronic monoy storage moans storing the 
information with a different standard from a standard of said the first electronic money 
storag e m e ans ; and 

e l e ctronic monoy payment means for transmitting the information on electronic 
money stored in at least one of said the first e lectronic mon e y storage m e ans unit and the 
second e l e ctronic mon e y storage m e ans unit to the communication apparatus, and machine 
for making payment paym e nts in e l e ctronic mon e y, said e l e ctronic money paym e nt m e ans 
communicating with th e communication apparatus capabl e of conducting e l e ctronic 
comm e rc e by said s e cond communication m e ans . 

Claim 15 (Currently Amended): The mobile radio apparatus according to claim 14, 
wh e r e in said first communication m e ans acquires information on e l e ctronic mon e y from th e 
communication apparatus, and stor e s th e information on e l e ctronic mon e y in said first and 
second electronic mon e y storag e m e ans further comprising means for acquiring electronic 
money, to be used for payment, from the server via the first communication interface and the 
base station. 
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Claim 16 (Currently Amended): The mobile radio apparatus according to claim 14, 
further comprising a slot configured to connect a memory card, 

wherein said the second electronic money s torag e m e ans is removabl e is stored in the 
memory card . 

Claim 17 (Currently Amended): The mobile radio apparatus according to claim 14, 
further comprising electronic mon e y transf e r means for transferring information on electronic 
money between said the first e l e ctronic mon e y storage m e an s unit and said die second 
electronic money storage means unit. 

Claim 18 (Currently Amended): The mobile radio apparatus according to claim 14, 
further comprising e l e ctronic mon e y withdrawal means for withdrawing information on 
electronic money through via at least one of said the first communication m e ans interface and 
said the second communication m e ans interface , and for storing the information withdrawn 
electronic money in said the second storage m e ans unit .

Claim 20 (Currently Amended): The mobile radio apparatus according to claim 4-4 
17 , wherein , in a case whoro electronic mon e y is paid to the means for transmitting transmits 
the first electronic money to the communication apparatus, machine 

wh e n an amount of the electronic money is equal to or l e ss than an amount of th e 
e l e ctronic mon e y in said first e l e ctronic mon e y storag e m e an s, inf o rmation on e l e ctronic 
money is withdrawn from said first e lectronic money storage means, and 
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when an amount of th e el e ctronic mon e y is gr e ater than an amount of the electronic 
money in said first oloctronic mon e y storag e moans and is equal to or l e ss than a total amount 
of th e e l e ctronic mon e y in said first el e ctronic mon e y storag e m e ans and th e e l e ctronic 
mon e y in said s e cond e l e ctronic mon e y storag e m e ans, information on e l e ctronic mon e y is 
transferred from said second electronic mon e y storag e m e ans to said first el e ctronic money 
storage m e ans, and information on e l e ctronic money is withdrawn from said first e l e ctronic 
mon e y storag e m e ans if a price of a commodity is less than an amount of the first electronic 
money remaining stored in the first storage unit, and 

the means for transferring transfers the second electronic money to the first storage 
unit and the means for transmitting transmits the transferred second electronic money to the 
communication machine if the price of the commodity is greater than the amount of the first 
electronic money remaining stored in the first storage unit and the price of the commodity is 
equal to or less than a total amount of the amount of the first electronic money and the second 
electronic money . 

Claim 21 (New): A mobile radio apparatus for communicating with a base station, 
comprising: 

an input unit configured to input an instruction for buying; 

a first communication interface configured to communicate with a server via the base 

station; 

a second communication interface configured to communicate with a vending 
machine using a direct communication path; 

a storage unit configured to store electronic money; and 

a control unit configured to transmit the electronic money, stored in the storage unit, 
for making payment based on the instruction. 
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Claim 22 (New): The mobile radio apparatus according to claim 21, wherein the 
control unit communicates with the server for acquiring the electronic money and stores the 
acquired electronic money into the storage unit. 

Claim 23 (New): The mobile radio apparatus according to claim 22, further 
comprising a display unit which displays a code entry display for prompting a user to enter a 
code number, and the control unit acquires the electronic money if an entered code is correct. 
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
